The crowd swelled like a torrent, and be- 
fore the definite returns began to come in 
a surging mass of*humanity from Ala- 
bama street to Forsyth, and as far down 
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hind the hearts of the country.

The excitement all day ‘long has been in- 
tense. It became appareat early in the day 
that an unexpectedly heavy vote would be 
polled and as the voting went on the esti- 
mates were increased. The fact that the 
Cleveland vote in New York city and Kings 
county was heayy became evident before 
noon, and the republican vote in the coun- 
try, was pushed for all it was worth to off- 
set it. But losses at critical points held it 
down, and as the time for the polls to dose 
cathe on, it was evident that the majority

Forsyth as the bulletins could be seen, 
had collected and were hanging expectant 
on the result. ei 

Among the crowd were to be seen the 
anxious faces of men who for years have 
watched the bulletins of presidential elec- 
tions. They have watched through hope 
and despair, and once before they have 
read suecess. But last night, as the re- 
turns from New York | to come in, 
théy read once more He signs of victory, 
and by the time it became a certainty 
the tumult in the street had become wild, 
and a man ten blocks away might have 
known that democracy was triumphant. 

From the second floor of The Constitu- 
tion building two funnels of bright light 
shot across the street and on the broad 
bulletins told the story. As fast as one 
telegram was conveyed in this way to 
the crowd from the stereopticon another 
was plated before the other light, and 
without a moment’s cessation the news 
was published to the audience. Shortly 
after 9 o’clock the skies, which had been 
overcast, cleared away and the threatened 
rain passed off. The crowd continuously 
swelled, until one could scarcely pass 
through the streets contiguous to the bul- 
letins. 

In the meantime the small boy began to 
let out his long pent up vivacity, and tin 
horns, firecrackers, torpedoes, and other 
juvenile demonstrations made night hid- 
eous. It is queer how even a grown man 
becomes young when under the influence 
of joy, but more than one gray beard 
was seen tooting a horn with all the vigor 
of ten years, and yelling at the sound of 
a cracker as if he were ten years old 
once more and shooting it himself. 

Up in The Constitution building at the 
democratic headquarters, in the telegraph 
offices, and in The Constitution’s city de- 
partment and even on the roof a crowd 
of anxious lookers saw doubt and hope 
changed into certainty. The elevator did 
unwonted duty, and those who went up 
with doubtful faces came down smiling. 
They had come to get the exact news. 
They wanted to know just how things 
were going, without any false impres- 
sions or unsubstantiated encouragement, 
and they knew where to get it. As the 
splendid service which The Constitution 
had arranged was spread before them, 
like true democrats, off went their hats, 
and the scattering clouds fled before their 
stentorian shouts. It was a shout of vic- 
tory, which was re-echoed in every state 
from Maine to California, wherever love 
of country reigns and the people are tri- 
umphant. 

Those who witnessed the sight seen 


last night in front of The Constitution’s | 


bulletins went home with an impression 
never to be forgotten, the impression of 
a people who are triumpant, a people who 
have waited long years for their victory, 
and who, having tasted once of its 
sweets, see it once more in their grasp. | 

Then the little red cannon began to 
talk—that. little cannon which has not 
spoken since it was sealed up in 1888— 
sealed up by Henry Grady, when he laid 
it away with the hope of a victory in 1892, 
and set across its mouth @ paper on 
which was written “a charge to keep I 
have.” It has kept its charge well, and 
last night when that charge went off the 
shouts of thousands saluted its resonant 
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for Cleveland was overwhelming. This im- 
pression received fresh confirmation from 
every dispatch, and the crowds in front of 
the bulletins surged and swayed with frenzy 
as the result began to becomé known. 

When it was finally realized that Cleve- 
land had carried the state like a 
cyclone New York was treated to such a 
manifestation as is seldom witnessed, even 
in this city of demsstration. In front of 
The Herald: offic 
throngs of men crowded 
until standing space could scarcely be had, 
and passage became impossibdte. 

At Twenty-third street: and Broadway, 
where The Herald bulletins were being 
displayed, 100,000 men were cheering for 
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Cleveland with might and main. As fresh 
bulletins received every instant confirmed 
The Heruld's predictions of the democratic 
majority, the crowd went wild with excite- 
ment, and nothing could be seen but a liv- 
ing mass of humanity, swaying and shout- 
ing. The scene was but a duplicate of that 
in front of the bulletins at the national 
8 and the other newspaper of- 
ces. 

At Mr. Cleveland’s horffe, the ex- presi- 
dent sat with the officers of the national 
committee, receiving the returns. Every re- 
turn was carefully recorded and balanced, 
and compared with the returns of four 
years ago. When the vote of New York was 
practically settled, the other states were 
taken up, and not until the result became a 
“certainty did they give way to any demon- 
stratigns. Mr. Cleveland was confident 
throughout, but did not cease carefully 
counting each bulletin return until the re- 
sult was no longer in doubt.

J do not see any other way. The consti- 
tution is I exfectly clear on the point that 
the total elecwral college sho consist 
of an cqual number to that of the total 
representation from all the states in the 

resent or the fifty-second congress. It 

oes not refer to some future congress. In 
my opininon it unquestionably refers to the 
present or existing congress. It must re- 
fer to the congress that counts the votes, 
which, of course, is the present congress. 
I can well see how this may become a very 
important question within the next few 
days. It seems to me that a solution of 
the question is for the states given the ad- 
ditional congressmen to elect them to this 
congress before it expires. I do not see 
how, supposing after the election, these ad- 
ditional congressmen presented themselves, 
it is possible to refuse them admission. 
To sum it up, it is clear and unquestionable 
to my mind, that the total in the electoral 
college must conform to the total repre- 
sentation in congress. During a debate 
on the apportionment bill in January, 
1891, Senator Carlisle took the po that 
the number of representatives in the elec- 
toral college must correspond to the num- 
ber in congress, and so by interence 
it is assumed that if the number of 
electors was increased to correspond with

Able 
lawyers, however, express the opinlon that 
there is nothing serious in it. 

“They say that the mere fact—if it be a 
fact—of certain of the states having failed 
to aval themselves of the full representa- 
tion to which they were entitled cannot in 
any way affect the validity of the action 
of all the states collectively. In other 
words that the shortcoming of any state 
in failing to provide itself with the full num- 
ber of congressmen by which it might 
have been entitled under the law cannot’ 
be held to vitiate the action. of congress 
men whom it has actually elected to rep- 
resent it. In a legal phrase no state can 
take advantage of its awn tort. And the 
electoral college, being composed of the full 
number of electors co nding to the 
added congressmen to which the states are 
entitled, it is not believed that any possi- 
ble question can be raised as to the va- 
lidity of its constitution.”

The Railroad Record, an ably con- 
ducted monthly of this city, in the course 


of a recent editorial says: 

Most, if not all of our large southern cities 
are now provided with systems of sewerage, 
more or less complete, yet, we believe, in not 
one has the question of proper disposal been 
considered. The discharge of sewage into our 
streams may, excepting perhaps at New Or- 
leans, be regarded as actually no method of 
disposal at all, It is but the transportation of 
the city’s filth into other flelds to work all 
of its evils. From mountain to sea coast, 
our cities are discharging their poison into our 
rivers and minor streams. Some day the evil 
will recoil upon them. 

Among these cities Atlanta is a chief offend- 
er. Every water course leading away from the 
city is filth-laden. Not a drop can be taken 
from their waters for household or other do- 
mestic purposes without greatest danger. 
These streams will not purify—from source 
to outlet they are dangerous. 

But Atlanta is not alone in creating evil. 
Every important inland southern city Is 
an offender against good sanitation. The 
time has come when she should look towards 
the means for correcfing this and work to 
restore our flowing waters to their original 
condition, So long as any ‘city will permit 
or tolerate this evil, it cannot point to its 
nelghbor and call it unclean. 

It is to be feared that there is only too 
much truth in this picture. For years the 
complaint has been made that we were 
ruining the meighboring streams, and 
turning them into conductors of filth. 
Still, there is a growing interest in en- 
gineering and sanitary problems, and it 
is safe to say that for years to come our 
city authorities will spare neither money 
nor labor in devising an improvement in 
our sewerage system that will relieve the 
Suburban districts from their present in- 
conveniences and burdens. 

The reform is imperatively needed. 
Any injury to the health of our neighbors 
is a menace to the health of Atlanta. 
We cannot afford a selfish policy. 


Now let's turn our attention to building 
up Atlanta. The first thing to do is to see

We loaded them with pistol ball and 
flint gravel, mounted them and waited. Just 
before daylight the Mexicans came. We 
waited until they were in fifty yards, then 
opened on them with our battery. You never 
saw such a hustling for tall timber in your 
life. Artillery was the last thing they expect- 
ed to encounter, and when those wooden can- 
non opened on them they scattered Uke sheep.“

The democracy, however, was awake. 
They met the enemy at every point. Re- 
pulsed at one point, they renewed the 
attack at another, and the result is that 
Livingston will be our next congress 
man. 

His majority cannot be officially ascer- 
tained until today, but it will be in the 
neighborhood of 3,500. 

The Result in Fulton County. 

Atlanta did her duty well by the demo- 
cratic party yesterday. 

The largest vote polled in the city for a 
long time was that of yesterday. The peo- 
ple seemed to fully appreciate the necessity 
of a full vote, and turned out almost up to 
the registration. 

It has been a long time since Atlanta. 
came as near voting its full registration, 
and a much longer time since the same de- 
gree of interest has been manifested in an 
election. On every corner were groups, 
anxious to hear from the fray. The ugly 
weather did not decrease the ardor of the 
voter. Like men accustomed to wet weath- 
er, they stood under the dripping umbrellas 
ready to interrogate the first one who came 
by. 

The voting was not confined to any class, 
bat was participated in by all. The me- 
chanic was as eager to get at the ballot box 
through the mud and slush as was his 
wealthy neighbcr, who was driven to the 
polls in his carriage.

AN INFERNAL MACHINE 


Explodes in Paris, Killing Several Police- 
men, Who Were Examining It. 

Paris, November 8.—An explosion oc- 
curred in the city this morning, by which 
two policemen lost their lives and another 
was fatally injured. The affair was un- 
doubtedly the work of anarchists, who were 
seeking revenge upon the Carmaux Mining 
Company, whose long struggle with their 
employers was amicably eettled a few days 
ago. 

Early this morning two policemen were 
passing along Avenue de la Opera. When 
they arrived in front of the offices of the 
Carmaux Mining Co y they saw close 
in front of it a curious iron vessel, re- 
sembling a saucepan. A police officer picked 
the vessel i it to 
the police examination. 
The officers been investi- 
gating ſt only a few minutes when the ves- 
sel exploded with terrific force, instantly 
killing two policemen and 80 _ terribly 
wounding another that the doctors say his 
recovery is impossible. 

Quite a number of officers were in the 
station at the time and it is considered mi- 
raculous that more of them were not killed. 

The windows of the building were blown 
out, the plastering torn off and the fur- 
niture broken and scattered in every direc- 
tion. In fact the whole interior of the build- 
ing was wrecked and so great was the force 
of the explosion that even the outer walls 
were damaged.

SEVEN THOUSAND ACRES. 


A Large Lot of Untaxed Property Has Been 
Discovered. 


Seven thousand acres of land have been 
dicovered in Fulton county. 

While this does not increase the size of 
the county, the tax returns will be larger 
than heretofore. The discovery is due to 
Mr. H. B. Baylor, who has charge of the 
new county map. 

The manner in which the several thous- 
and acres of land were lost, virtually, is 
easily explained. Whenever a person gives 
in his tax it is supposed that he gives in 
the number of acres in the tract of land 
he owns; but a large number of tax payers 
have failed to do this, some of them givin 
8 only thirty acres when they — 

ty. 

This new platting of Fulton county adds, 
according to the reduced estimate furnish- 
ed by the board of equalizers, org rye the 
taxable property of Fulton just $421 
At 86 cents upon the hundred, this 2 
creases the income of the county ‘and state 

626.45 for 1892, and the county levy is 
374.2 cents, which makes the share of 
the county about one thousand, six hundred 
dollars. 

So, even had the map cost $2,000, it 
would have been a good investment.
